Teach the farmers how to 
farm so as to make their lands pro 
duce more is what Senator Smith was 
trying to impress upon the senate. 
Agriculture in the United States is 
neglected compared to what is done 
in every other country, particularly 
those thickly populated. 
It is expected that the agricultural 
extension bill will liecome a law be­ 
fore this session adjourns. 
It contein 
plates having an agricultural instruc­ 
tor in every county In the United 
States who is informed as to the soil 
and clim atic conditions and who can 
tell the farmers w hat crops are best 
for their farina and give them Infer 
mation as to how to improve their 
yields. 
A Mistaken Policy. 
The suggestion was made during the 
debate on tile Alaska railroad bill Unit 
it would have been better lf the gov­ 
ernment had built outright the rail­ 
roads. to which such liberal subsidies 
in the w ay of land grants were given 
half a century ago. and to have given 
them to the men who really built 
them and made available the rich lands 
which were thus frittered awny. Pos 
sibly it would have been better if the 
policy of allowing railroads to be built 
to meet the demands of settlement 
and conducted upon a business basis 
had been followed. 
The west would 
not have been developed so fast, but 
there would have been no vast grants 
of land in the hands of big corpora­ 
tions. 
Think of forty mile strips on 
each side of railroad lines in which ev­ 
ery other section or one-half of the en­ 
tire strip was given awny to railroads!

Rivers unquestionably was not as 
aggressive as VVolgast, and VVolgast 
landed five blows to Rivers’ one. 
On 
the other hand, however, Rivers pick­ 
ed up many of VVolgast’s punches on 
the forearm and saved himself from 
injury by doing so. 


Scientist Would Correct Some of Our 
W eather Vagaries. 


London, 
Jan. 24.— “ W e have built 
miles of railroad and why should we 
not now spend the capital In controll­ 
ing the weather." 
This was the keynote of S ir O liver 
Lodge’s lecture before the institute of 
electrical engineers. 
His 
theory 
is 
that 
the sun 
dis­ 
charges a mixture of ions with posi­ 
tive and negative electricity, but the 
magnetic poles coax the positive por­ 
tion to the polar regions where they 
are wasted in aurora borealis, while 
the warm er clim ates get the benefit 
only of the negative ions. 
S ir O liver 
therefore advocates the shifting of 
the magnetic poles. 
“ Much could be done by placing a 
copper rod around the earth parallel 
to the equator which would be able to 
discharge millions of amperes and thus 
correct 
the 
present 
clim atic 
vaga­ 
ries,” he said.
